_ Secondly, At Five they all meet together. From 
Six they work till Breakfaſt, For as we have no 
Play-Days (the School being taught every Day in 
the Year but Sunday) ſo neither do we allow any 
Time for Play on any Day. He that plays when he 
is a Child, will play when he is a Man. | 


On fair Days they work, according to their 
Strength in the Garden ; on rainy Days in the 
Houſe, Some of them alſo learn Mufic 5 And ſome 
of the larger will be employed in Philoſophical 
Experiments. But particular Care is taken that 


they never work alone, but always in the Preſence 
of a Maſter, . 


We have three Maſters ; One for teaching Read- 
ing, and two for the Languages. 


Thirdly, The School begins at Seven, in which 
Languages are taught till Nine, and then Writing, 
Sc. till Eleven. At Eleven the Children walk or 
work. At Twelve they dine, and then work or 
fing till One.
